Response to Amendment 

The affidavit filed on May 31 st , 2005 under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to 
overcome the Doty '394 and Doty '170 references. 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the specification, page 1, line 4, after "December 13, 2001, and assigned 
Serial No. 10/015,442" insert - - how abandoned - -. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The specific 
limitations of (with respect to claims 8 and 18) "...wherein a first plurality of labels are 
located adjacent to a first odor-containing source and the first plurality of labels are fruit 
Cinnamon, woody and coconut; wherein a second plurality of labels are located 
adjacent to a second odor-containing source and the second plurality of labels are 
turpentine, soap, dog and black pepper; wherein a third plurality of labels are located 
adjacent to a third odor-containing source and the third plurality of labels are motor oil, 
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garlic, rose and lemon; wherein a fourth plurality of labels are located adjacent to a 
fourth odor-containing source and the fourth plurality of labels are apple, grass, smoke 
and grape; wherein a fifth plurality of labels are located adjacent to a fifth odor- 
containing source and the fifth plurality of labels are lemon, strawberry, chocolate and 
black pepper; wherein a sixth plurality of labels are located adjacent to a sixth odor- 
containing source and the sixth plurality of labels are mint rose, lime and fruit: wherein a 
seventh plurality of labels are located adjacent to a seventh odor-containing source and 
the seventh plurality of labels are watermelon, peanut, rose and paint thinner; wherein 
an eighth plurality of labels are located adjacent to an eighth odor-containing source 
and the eighth plurality of labels are banana, garlic, cherry and motor oil; wherein a 
ninth plurality of labels are located adjacent to a ninth odor-containing source and the 
ninth plurality of labels are smoke, whiskey, pineapple and onion; wherein a tenth 
plurality of labels are located adjacent to a tenth odor-containing source and the tenth 
plurality of labels are rose, lemon, apple and gasoline; wherein an eleventh plurality of 
labels are located adjacent to an eleventh odor-containing source and the eleventh 
plurality of labels are soap, black pepper, chocolate and peanut; and wherein a twelfth 
plurality of labels are located adjacent to a twelfth odor-containing source and the 
twelfth plurality of labels are chocolate, banana, onion and fruit" are not anticipated or 
made obvious over the prior art of record in the examiners opinion. For example, the 
Doty article "Recent Progress in the Development of a Clinically Useful 
Microencapsulated Olfactory Function Test" discloses a booklet with a plurality of 
scratch and sniff odor sources and a plurality of labels located next to the odor sources 
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for evaluating smell disfunction. Cotman (WO 89/00398) discloses the link between 
smell disfunction and Alzheimer's disease while at the same time also teaching a 
plurality of odor sources and labels for guessing what the odor sources are. However 
prior art of record fails to disclose the layout and specific odors as stated above. 
Furthermore, Cotman actually teaches away from the odors claimed since he states that 
the odors used with his invention should not be familiar. The advantage of specific 
odors utilized by the applicant and their respective locations is described at page 8 in 
applicants specification. It should be noted that Doty (US 6,557,394 and 2002/0139170) 
do not serve as a valid references since applicants have filed an affidavit swearing 
behind the date of filing which has been accepted.
